NEW YORK (AP) — Growing 
d emand , a miners’ strik e, sp ec­ 
u lation and the inability to find 
su bstitu tes continu e to p u sh u p 
the p rice of silv er. This week it 
sold for more than $2.10 an 
ou nce, 91 cents higher than last 
May . 
Among those hu rt the most by 
this 61 p er cent increase are 
p hotograp hic film manu factu r­ 
ers and ev entu ally the u sers of 
their p rod u ct, who mu st p ay 
higher p rices. Film mak ers are 
the largest ind u strial u sers of 
the metal, which help s mak e 
their p rod u ct light sensitiv e. 
Among the chief beneficiaries 
are owners of p ap er cu rrency 
on which is p rinted the word s 
“ silv er certificate.” These bills, 
in $1. $5 and $10 d enominations 
are red eemable in silv er p riced 
at only $1,293 an ou nce. 
As a resu lt, cu rrency brok ers 
hav e been scou ring the cou ntry 
for these certificates, which no 
longer will be red eemable in sil­ 
v er after -Ju ne 24 . Brok ers this 
week were p ay ing as mu ch as 
$15 .5 0 for a $10 bill. 
Estimates v ary , bu t some­ 
thing lik e $300 million of silv er 
certificates 
still 
remain 
ou t­ 
stand ing, meaning their v alu e 
with p remiu m 
ad d ed is abou t 
$4 50 
million.

The resu lting scramble find s 
cu rrency d ealers op ening neigh­ 
borhood offices, ad v ertising na­ 
tionally , accep ting bills by mail.
